they charge is being directed against 
the Esch-Cummins act and the opera- 
tion of the carriers under it. 

Senator La Follette’s home state 
drew the counterblast from the roads 
because a joint resolution is now pend- 
ing before the Wisconsig legislature 
urging congress to repeal the Esch- 
Cummins act—the resolution carries 
in neat package form the main argu- 
ments purveyed by Senators La Fol- 
lette and Brookhart of lowa, the latter 
of whom the other day advocated a 
special session of congress to wipe out 
the transportation act. 

Arguments of Rail Chiefs. 


“Watered stock” and “ guaranteed 
return” are two points taken up by 
the five roads. They argue that rates 
are based upon 2 railway valuation the 
basis of ‘Which was specified by none 
other than Senator La Follette himself 
ten years ago and that “the amount 
of securities has no bearing on railway 
rates.” As to the “6 per cent guaran- 
ty” they set forth that if this were a 
fact instead of a myth, then the pub- 
lic would now owe the roads more 
than a billion doliars. These state- 
ments from the roads, it may be said, 
reflect opinions that have been ad- 
vanced from time to time by Senators 


_ Cummins, Lenroot and others. 


“ The proposed joint resolution,” says 
the statement of the roads, “ asserts 
that the Esch-Cummins act gives the 
railways .a guarantee of 6 per cent 
which must be paid. The guarantee 
of net return which was actually given 
to the roads expired Sept. 1, 1920. 
If from that date to Dec. 31, 1922, 
the railways had had, as is asserted 
in the proposed resolution, a guaran- 
tee of 6 per cent upon their. valuation, 
then the total net return received by 
them during this period of twenty- 
eight months would have been $2,660,- 


000,000. But during these twenty-eight 


months the railways actually earned 
and received a total net return of only 
$1,619,000,000, which was only 3.66 per 
cent on their valuation. 


What Public Would Owe. 


as The difference between a 6 per cent 
return and the return they actually 
earned and received is $1,041,000,000. 
If the law actually ‘guarantees’ them 
a return of 6 per cent, then the public 
owes them over $1,000,000,000. But the 
public does not owe them a.cent of this 
money, and nobody claims that it 
does.” 

Dwelling upon securities and “ wa- 
tered stock,” the roads say: | 
“The joint resolution asserts that 
‘by the Esth-Cummins act the inter- 
state commerce commission is required 
to authorize and approve all issues of 
securities made by the railways.’ On 
the contrary, the Esch-Cummins act is 
the first law ever enacted by congress 
which authorizes the interstate com- 
merce commission to control and limit 
the issuance of securities by railways. 
The fact should be emphasized that 

re rateg the railways are allowed to 
charge are not based in the slightest 
degree upon the amount of bonds, 
stocks,. and other capital securities 
that have been issued by the railways. 

Denies Inflation Drain. 


“It was long charged that the rail- 
Ways were overcapitalized and that 
they exacted rates high enough to 
earn and pay a return upon this al- 
leged inflated capitalization. In 1913, 
as a m s of providing a new basis 
of regulating rates, Senator La 
Follette secured the passage of a law 
commerce commission 
to make a valuation of all the rail- 
ways. When the transporation act 


| was passed the commission had been 


engaged for more than six years in 
gathering a vast amount of detailed 
information, which it was required by 
the La Follette law tc gather. , 

“The commission placed upon the 
railways a tentative valuation of 
$18,900,000,000 and expressly set forth 
that it was. based upon information 
gathered under the La Foilette law. 
Its members ‘have repeatedly stated 
that in making the valuation, it has 
given no consideration to the amount 
of securities issued by the railways. 
This is the reason why the amount 
of securities that has been issued has 
no bearing upon railway rates.” 

Deny Increased Charges. 

Taking up the cry that the Esch- 
Cummins act has increased the cost of 
transportation with no corresponding 
benefits in.economies of operation, re- 
sulting in higher rates that have in- 
jured agriculture, the five railways de- 
clare that during the three years since 
the roads were returned to the private 
owners operating costs have been large- 
ly reduced and “the-public is now ac- 
tually paying less for transportation 
than it was when governtment oper- 
ation was terminated.

HOUR PAY BOOST 


Wage increases of 2 cents an hour 
were awarded yesterday to 65,000 rail- 
way freight handlers and laborers and 
the eight hour day was restored to all 
of the 321,000 members of the Brother- 
hood of -Railway and Steamship 
Clerks, Freight Handlers, Express and 


Station Employés by the United States 
railroad labor board. 

The decision disposed of the last of 
a batch of wage cases that had been 
pending for months, and follows one 
of several weé&s ago, in which the 
board restored the eight hour day to 
15,000 railway signalmen.

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A NEW NEGRO MIGRATION. 
[Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. ] 
Reports from southern states indicate a migration 


| northward of Negroes comparable, in many respects, 


to that which drew so many from the cotton fields 
in the war boom years to answer the ca!! of northern 
industry. That migration was reflected in the census 
figures of 1920, but it was pointed out that, the emer- 
gency having ceased, Negro labor had largely drifted 
south again. 

The present movement may be more permanent, for 
it is prompted by a shortage of common labor which 
threatens to become chronic if present quota restric- 


increased. Estimates of the number involved in the 
present movernent vary from 100,000 to 156,000 or con- 
siderably greater. 

The consequences of this migration are twofold, as 
demonstrated by the war experience. The problems

stand why more vegetables are not | 


Started in hotbeds. For generations 
uropean gardeners have been grow- 
ing hundreds of acres of vegetables 
under glass, in greenhouses, in hot- 
beds and coldframes. 

Hotbeds are miniature greenhouses 
in @ general way. They are covered | 
with glass and keep the cold out and 
the heat in. The hotbed is a cheap, 
simple and convenient way of. ad- 
vancing the season three or four weeks. 
Any gardener who has a fair sized plot 
to grow vegetables needs- a hotbed. 
_ The hotbed problem becomes a more 
serious one each year because unfer- 
Mented manure used in generating heat 
is dificult ta obtain. Coldframes’ can 
be used to a great advantage as a 
substitute for hotbeds, but in this 
climate where the temperatures go 


low enough to injure plants as late 


as the middle of Apri! or later the 
unheated frames cannot be used until 
after all danger of a heavy freeze is 
over. The hotbed can be used about 
six weeks earlier than the coldframe. 

Comparatively few gardeners find 
ihat it pays to heat the hotbed with 
artificial heat. Sometimes hotbeds are 
heated by piping steam or hot water 
from the heating plant used in the 
home, but this is expensive, especially 
where smal] beds are used.

Indorse Tribune A. A. \Boxing 


The American Legion Association of 
Cook County, with the post command- 
ers and officers of 120 posts repre- 
Sented, last night gave strong indorse- 
ment to The Tribune Athletic aassoci- 
ation’s great amateur boxing tourna- 
ment, to be staged March 21, 22, and 
23, at the Ashland Boulevard audi- 
torium. 

With but one dissenting voice from 
among the 250 men and women who 
served in the armies, a _ resolution 
strongly indorsing the togrnament was | 
adopted, and the speakers declared for | 
clean athletics and for an equal chance 
for the boys of Illinois to develop them- 
selves physically.
